A few years ago, when the 
Michigan Department of Natu- 


ral Resources announced it was 


putting together a coalition to 
rehabilitate pheasant hunting 
in Michigan, it assembled an 


impressive array of partners to 


address many of the problems 
that led to the declining for- 
tunes of “ringnecks.” 

Now, halfway through the 10- 
year project, those involved in 


the Michigan Pheasant Restora- 


tion Initiative say the program 
has made significant headway. 


We are seeing enhanced part- 


nerships, excellent teamwork, 
habitat improvements and in- 
creased enthusiasm for pheas- 
ants and pheasant hunting,” 
said Al Stewart, the DNR’s up- 
land game bird specialist. 

The coalition began the 


pheasant initiative by establish- 


ing three pilot focus areas, con- 
centrating efforts in areas that 
offer some of the best remain- 
ing pheasant habitat in the 
state. 

These priority Pheasant Re- 
covery Areas each have three 


counties and are situated in the 
“Thumb Area” (Huron, Tuscola 


and Sanilac counties), central 


Michigan (Gratiot, Saginaw and 


Clinton counties) and south- 
eastern Michigan (Hillsdale, 


Lenawee and Monroe counties). 


Since the “golden days” of 
Michigan pheasant hunting in 
the 1950s, changes in agricul- 
tural practices and land use 
have contributed to pheasant 
habitat loss, declining food 


sources and lower production of 


chicks. 


Over the first five years of the 
Michigan Pheasant Restoration 


Initiative, the DNR has en- 
hanced or restored roughly 
7,400 acres of grasslands on 
state game, wildlife and recre- 
ation areas and established 
3,160 acres of food plots. 
Another 556 acres of en- 


hanced grasslands and 203 acres 


of food plots have been culti- 
vated around the Sharonville 
State Game Area, just to the 


north of the Hillsdale-Lenawee-

Monroe focus area. 

In addition, the DNR has ac- 
quired 742 acres to add to exist- 
ing game areas within the 
Pheasant Recovery Areas. 
There have also been 765 acres 
of grasslands and 2,000 acres of 
food plots established at the Al- 
legan State Game Area, which 
is located outside the existing 
focus areas. 

“Things are really starting to 
happen,” Stewart said. 


However, those significant im- 


provements on state-managed 
land represent only one small 
part of the equation, as most of 
the state’s prime pheasant 
range — located in southern 
Michigan — is privately owned. 

To address this, the initiative 
has helped establish coopera- 
tives and hired a co-ops coordi- 
nator in the focus areas so 
private landowners can meet 
with other like-minded individ- 
uals to help improve habitat for 
pheasants across the landscape. 

The DNR has funded five con- 
servation district Farm Bill bi- 
ologists, with more to come, to 
assist private landowners in 
habitat improvement projects. 
The money for the biologists 
was raised from the DNR’s re- 
cent license restructuring. 


Jason Myers, a Farm Bill biol- 


ogist who covers four counties 


working out of the Tuscola Con- 


servation District, says 80 per- 
cent of his efforts are directed 
toward pheasant restoration 
projects. 

He said much of his work in- 
volves finding cost-share pro- 
grams for landowners and 
providing technical assistance 
for managing Conservation Re- 
serve Program and Conserva- 
tion Reserve Enhancement 
Program lands.

Despite these advances, much 
of the effort of the pheasant ini- 
tiative has yet to bear fruit, but 
members say the seeds have 
been sown for the future. 

“The coalition is committed 
to an even more productive next 
five years,” Vander Zouwen 
said.

Foundation 


Walker says a four-year-old home 
he inspected recently was already 
showing trouble signs which could 
result in a costly repair project. "It 
was a model home. What [the home- 
owners] did was plant trees for shade 
to make it look really nice, but they 
planted the wrong trees and they're 
going to crack the foundation and it's 
going to cut the property value down 
by $50,000," says Walker. 

Walker says in the case of that 
home, the trees were causing micro- 
fractures in the tile in various loca- 
tions of the home. "As you walk 


through the house, 21 feet in and 30 
feet deep, there's just too much root 
invasion and it's going to ruin their 
tile," explains Walker. 

He says some tell-tale signs with 
this home were the minor cracks in 
the foundation that were causing a 
lifting and separation of the founda- 
tion. Also, the windows were not 
opening and closing properly, "which 
means the foundation is moving." 

However, just because you see 
cracks doesn't mean there is a foun- 
dation problem. "Most people don't 
understand that there are natural 
cracks in a house. That's why when 
we do an inspection report we have to 
look at it and say 'Okay, this is a typi- 
cal crack and this one is an untypical 
crack," says Walker. He says some 
cracks may lead to other problems 
while others won't.
